A Minority Business Enterprises is a business that is atleast 51% owned and controlled by one or more minority persons. A Woman 
Business Enterprise is a business that is atleast 52% owned and controlled by a woman. A racial minority is for the purposes of the 
State of Missouri's MBE program, defined as individuals who are Black, American Indian, Hispanic, Asian American and other similar 
‘racial minority groups as per Missouri Revised Statutes Chapter 33 Section 33.750. Also included are Alaskan Native, Paci Islanders, 
and Aleuts.

CCertfcation as an MBE and/or WBE provides greater opportunities for these businesses to bid on state contracts. All certified MBE/ 
WBE vendors appear an the Office of Equal Opportunity Directory of Certified MBE/WBE Vendors. Both contractors and state agencies 
use this site asa resource in soliciting certified minority and/or female participation for angoing projects. This certification covers all 
state agencies except for Missouri Department of Transportation (MoDOT), which participates inthe Disadvantaged Business Enter- 
prise (OBE) Program. 


‘What if a question in the certification application does not apply to me? 
Please write not applicable (N/A) and include an explanation. 


1s my business automatically certified with the State of Missouri if am certified with another state? 
No. You must go through the State of Missouri's certification process to become certified. It's important to note, however, approval is 
not guaranteed and each case is reviewed on its individual merits. The requirements for certification vary from state ta stote, so the 
‘easiest way to discover If your certification qualifies isto contact your individual state's MBE/WBE/DBE Program. 


1s my business automatically certified if am certified as an MBE/WBE with another Missouri certifying entity? 
'No. Missouri-based businesses may gain accreditation by providing a current certificate from one of the following approved certifying 
entities listed. You must apply to Office of Equal Opportunity for MBE/WBE Certification through the Rapid Response Process. This proc- 
‘ess requires minimal addtional documentation and can be completed in a shorter time frame than the Standard In-State Certification.

's there an application fee?

How long does the certification process take? 
Standard process for Missouri based businesses takes approximately 45-60 days from the day that the application becomes complete 
{All requested documentation must be included to proceed to the next stage). An on-site visit must be conducted and a final review is 
necessary to evaluate whether your fr qualifies in meeting program guidelines. Out of State and Rapid applications might take less 
processing time. 


‘What does an on-site visit entail? 
‘An on-site visit is a verbal and visual verification of the MBE/WBE owner's ability to fulfll certification requirements. There is no need 
{for preparation; the interviewer will bring the MBE/WBE's file to the visit. Any additional documentation that may be needed can be 
provided on-site or gathered for later submission. This visit also allows the applicant an opportunity to get acquainted with program 
Stoff, ask questions specfic to their individual circumstances or needs and voice concerns. 


May | bid on state projects prior to my certification? 
Yes. Your MBE/WBE status does not preclude you from bidding on state contracts or bidding with prime contractors for subcon- 

tracts. Certification is not necessary for doing business with the State of Missouri, however MBE/WBE certification, carries with it sig- 
nificont advantages, especially for smaller, ess-established firms. 


Do the participation targets remain constant in all contracts? 
No. Executive Order 05-30 establishes that “all state agencies shall continue to make every feasible effort to target the percentage of 
‘g00ds and services procured from certified MBE and WBEs to 105 and 5%, respectively." The Division af Purchasing and Materials 
‘Management (OPAIM) and Facilites Management, Design and Construction (EMDC) have the authority to set target recommendations 
{for each project based on the availablity of MBE and WEE firms to perform the work. 


‘What types of contracting opportunities are available with the State of Missouri? 
There are various types of opportunities for contracting with the State of Missourl, and these opportunities change constantly. For the

How does the State of Missouri keep track of the participation of an MBE/WAE in a contract? 
‘As. requirement of the contracts the prime contractor must submit payment verification forms to the Department of Purchasing and 
Materials Management every month. These forms are utilized by DPMM to keep track of the MBE/WBE participation on each contract.

How can suspected abuse of the MBE/WBE program be reported? 
Reports of fraud and abuse or f there are third parties who have reason ta believe that an enterprise has been wrongfully granted cer- 
tification, either as an MBE/WBE or joint venture, they may file third party challenge with OEO. Chollenges by third partes are not 
considered an appeal. Any allegations of suspected abuse of Missour’s MBE/WBE program orto obtain forms to report the suspected 
‘abuse, please coll OEO via our toll. free hotline at 1-877-259-2963. 


How will MBE/WBE contract compliance be monitored? 
If there isa complaint about the performance of an MBE/WBE, the Office of Equal Opportunity (OEO) has authority to conduct an-site 
Inspections and an administrative review of a certified frm at ony time withaut prior notificatian. Iffor any reason a minarity or 
women-owned subcontractar is not performing in accordance with the requirements oftheir contract, the prime contractor may re- 
‘quest permission to remove or substitute that particular MBE and/or WBE with another certified business. The prime contractor must 
first however notify OEO of ther intent to remove an MBE and/or WBE subcontractor during the course ofthe contract. Supporting 
‘documentation must be furnished by the prime contractor statig the reasons why the participating business should be removed. O£O 
‘may then schedule a meeting with all parties to discuss the potential removal of the MBE/WAE subcontroctor/supplier. It will be the 
responsibilty of O£O to recommend disqualification after the review process.

What does “high-tech” or “high-technology” mean in the United States today? The term 
high-tech” is used today to describe industries, occupations and products in which cut 
ting-edge, state-of-the-art technologies are used. The technologies shape the design, 
Jdevelopment, and introduction of new products and innovative production processes, 

As high-technology firms systematically apply scientific and technical knowledge to prob 
lem solving, they conduct a substantial amount of research and development. There 
fore, many of their employees have a scientific, technical or engineering background 


Inthe July 2005 issue of the Monthly Labor Review, the Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) 
[described "high-technology" occupations as scientific, engineering, and technician occu: 
pations, such as; computer & mathematical scientists; engineers; life & physical scien 
tists; mathematical specialists; engineering & science technicians; computer specialists; 
and engineering, scientific & computer managers. Individuals employed in these occupa: 
tions are collectively referred to as technology-oriented workers. Workers in these occu 
pations need in-depth knowledge of the theories and principles of science, engineering, 
and mathematics acquired through post-secondary specialized education ranging from 
an associates degree to a doctor: 


In addition to the occupations defined as high-tech, there are also high-tech aspects of 
many other occupations. For example, many workers operate and repair products used 
in high-tech industries. These include computer and office machine repairers, aircraft 
pilots, and radiological technologists and technicians. Most of these occupations require 
an associate degree or higher. Far some, however, certification by hardware and soft 
]ware producers act as a substitute far formal academic education, 


Estimates for the year 2014, developed by BLS, project that high technology employment 
will each 8.7 million jobs—roughly 6 percent of the 164 milion total persons employed 
in non-farm wage and salary jobs. High-tech occupations offer high pay. In 2004, me: 
dian weekly earnings for workers in technalogy-oriented occupations ranged between, 
$526-51,878, and averaged $1,156, which was more than the median for all occupations 
(726). 


Between the 2004-2014 period, the number of network systems & data communication 
analysts projected to increase by nearly one-fourth, adding nearly 119,000 jobs. High 
{technology growth will account for almost four percent of all projected growth during 
the period.
